To  prove 
how  necessary  such  a  step  has  become,  it  com- 
ffttes  the  success  of  its  own  with  that  of t>ther 
denominations,  showing  how  sadly  “  the  Church’’ 
has  fallen  behind : 

But  how  is  it  with  the  Methodists,  the  Bap¬ 
tists,  and  the  Presbyterians,  whose  conferences, 
associations,  and  presbyteries  are  organisations 
of  the  general  character  as  our  dioceses  ? 
The  Methodists  have,  iu  the  State  of  New  York, 
€  conferences  (or  dioceses),  1,542  chinches, 
1,189  mimsters,  and  137,171  cummunicants. 
The  Baptists  have  43  associations  (or  dioceses), 
889  churches,  689  ministers,  and  90,253  com¬ 
municants.  The  New  JSchool  Presbyterians 
have  35  presbyteries  (or  dioceses),  619  churches, 
731  ministers,  and  74,122  communicants.  The 
Old  School  Presbyterians  have  14  presbyteries 
^or  dioceses),  219  churches,  2<3  ministers,  and 
26,073  communicants.  And  how  stands  ^e 
C/hurch  in  the  diocese  of  New  Y  ork,  compared  with 
these  various  religious  .bodies  ?  Thus :  clergy 
821;  communicants,  22,411.  Fifty  per  cent, 
poorer  than  the  Old  School  Presbyterians,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  per  cent,  less  than  the  New 
School  Presbyterians,  four  hundred  per  cent, 
worse  off  than  the  Baptists,  and  any  amount  of 
per  cent,  (six  hundred)  behind  the  Methodists ! 
These  are  the  figures.  And  that  will  be  about 
the  relative  condition  the  Church  will  occupy, 
compared  with  those  denominations,  until  our 
woraing  machinery  is  overhauled  and  adapted 
to  the  progressire  spirit  of  the  age. 

The  Advocate  and  Journal  (Methodist)  puts 
a  moral  on  the  above  statistics,  and  suggests  to 
the  Editor  of  the  Churchman,  that  there  may 
be  another  reason  fur  thb  melancholy  stagna¬ 
tion:

We  observe  that  among  the  eases  of  pardon 
by  Gov.  Bingham,  of  Michigan,  was  one  granted 
in  part,  in  the  language  of  the  worthy  Governor, 
the  unyielding  importunities  of  his 
mother^ 

We  cannot  defer  to  any  in  our  estimate  of  the 
appropriate  tenderness  of  filial  love.  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  a  mother  deserves  any  concession 
which  a  child  can  make  to  her  wishes.  But, 
while  we  do  not  pronounce  the  act  of  Gov.  Bing 
ham  improper — for  all  the  circumstances  are  not 
known  to  us — we  regret  that  such  a  reason 
should  have  been  given  for  tite  exercise  of  a  pre¬ 
rogative  whose  only  end  should  be  the  highest 
general  good.  If  it  is  the  only  reason ;  if  there 
was  nothing  in  the  insufficiency  of  the  evidence, 
the  incompetency  of  the  jury,  or  the  condition 
of  the  criminal,  to  call  for  the  exercise  of  par 
don, — we  are  constrained  to  feel  that  the  impor¬ 
tunity,  even  of  a  mother,  should  not  have  turn¬ 
ed  aside  the  hand  of  justice. 

We  observe,  with  approval,  that  Gov.  Mor¬ 
gan,  of  this  State,  has  signalized  his  entrance 
upon  office  by  an  intimation  to  the  officials  at 
our  prisons,  that  he  will  not  entertain  applica¬ 
tions,  from  them  fur  the  pardon  of  criminals 
under  their  charge.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact, 
that  often  the  greatest  rascals  have  the  largest 
impunity;  and  while  we  desire  to  encourage 
and  promote  Christian  charity,  it  is  neither 
charity  nor  mercy  to  discriminate  judicially  in 
favor  of  the  evil  doer  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
honest  and  industrious.  Our  courts  and  magis¬ 
trates  do  exactly  this,  when  they  let  loose  upon 
society  abandoned  men — the  more  emboldened 
by  impunity.

caustic  applications  are  proper,  with  the  addi¬ 
tional  trouble  of  restoring  the  natural  elasticity 
of  the  hoof,  which  can  best  be  done  by  poul¬ 
tices  and  a  proper  hoof  ointment,  and  applying 
a  shoe  beveled  slightly  outwards  from  the  last  * 
nail-hole.  The  shoe  should  be  hammered,  but 
not  twbted,  as  is  sometimes  done  by  the  smith 
to  save  a  little  trouble ;  the  smith  not  generally 
regarding  his  extra  labor  as  paid  for.  Better 
for  you  to  pay  him  two  prices,  and  have  the 
work  done  properly. 

Corns  are  the  cause,  in  most  cases,  of  sprung 
knees.  The  horse,  in  order  to  relieve  the  heels 
from  pressure,  throws  his  weight  mainly  on  the 
toe,  thus  relaxing  the  tendons  and  suspensory 
ligament  of  the  leg,  contraction  of  which  natu¬ 
rally  follows.  As  a  proof  of  this  assertion, 
examine  for  yourselves  the  feet  of  sprung-kneed 
horses,  and  you  will  find  a  majority,  if  not  four- 
fifths  of  them,  with  corns. 

When  the  feet  are  not  contracted,  take  pains 
to  keep  them  so  by  level  shoeing,  and  preserv¬ 
ing  the  elasticity  of  the  hoofs.  By  a  little  at¬ 
tention  to  these  matters,  much  suffering  will  be 
prevented,  as  well  as  time  and  money  saved. — 
Dr.  Jennings  in  Ohio  Farmer.

After  premising  that 
“  the  great  design  of  organbed  institutions  for 
the  promotion  of  any  benevolent  object  b  to 
accomplish  a  greater  amoimt  of  good,  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  direction,  than  would  be  achieved  by  in¬ 
dividual  and  separate  effort,”  it  says : 

The  only  point  which  requires  to  be  guarded 
here  b  the  hind  of  books  which  these  institu¬ 
tions  are  called  upon  to  publish.  The  work 
must  necessarily  be  confided  to  men  of  judg¬ 
ment,  and  it  b  fair  to  believe  that  conscientious 
and  wise  directors  will  go  according  to  the  best 
light  they  can  obtain  on  this  subject.  If  they 
differ  in  their  policy  from  those  who  have  en¬ 
trusted  the  management  of  the  work  to  them, 
that  differenee  b  aa  honest  one,  and  they  can¬ 
not  be  censured.  But  it  appears  to  us  plain  that 
such  societies  are  not  called  upon  to  furnish  a 
class  of  books  such  as  private  enterprbe  may  be 
expected  to  publbh  and  circulate  as  widely  and 
heaply  aa  society  itself  can  do.  If  asso¬ 
ciated  energies  are  directed  to  the  publication  of 
books,  such  as  the  private  publbhers  will  not 
produce,  or  such  as  can  be  more  widely  diffused 
through  public  than  private  channeb,  they  will 
never  be  likely  to  go  outside  of  their  appropri¬ 
ate  spheres.  They  may  be  properly  confined  to 
those  books  that  are  calculated  directly  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  salvation  of  men,  and  if  this  single  ob¬ 
ject  b  dbtinctly  kept  in  view  these  societies 
will  always  be  upon  the  right  track.

Heading  Back,  and  Grafting  Standard 
Apple  Trees. 

Messrs.  Editors : — To  make  apple  trees,  un¬ 
suited  to  a  Northern  climate,  yield  abundantly, 
they  should  be  regrafted  with  some  other  kinds. 
If  the  trees  are  vigorous  and  healthy,  os  will  often 
be  the  case,  the  entire  head  may  be  removed  at 
once  and  grafted ;  but  if  the  trees  are  old  and  mak¬ 
ing  but  little  growth,  the  ground  should  be  man¬ 
ured  and  plowed,  and  only  one-third,  or  at  most 
one-half,  of  the  branches  in  the  centre  of  the  head 
of  the  tree  removed,  and  grafted  the  first  season 
A  portion  of  the  head  should  be  suffered  to  re¬ 
main  until  the  grafts  have  started  sufficiently  to 
maintain  the  circulation,  and  the  following 
Spring  a  portion  of  the  remaining  branches  may 
be  removed  and  grafted.  It  is  not  necessary 
that  the  branches  be  cut  so  far  back  as  is  prac 
tised  by  some  grafters,  but  the  most  convenient 
point  for  cutting  is  where  the  branch  is  from  one 
to  two  inches  in  diameter.  Remove  the  branches 
with  a  saw,  and  smooth  off  with  a  sharp  knife 
a  cleft  is  then  made  with  a  hammer  and  split¬ 
ting  knife,  about  two  inches  deep ;  the  graft  is 
now  prepared  in  the  ordinary  way,  of  a  wedge 
shape,  leaving  it  a  little  thicker  on  the  outer 
edge.  The  cleft  should  be  opened  with  a  small 
wooden  wedge,  or  with  a  chisel ;  the  graft  is 
then  carefully  fitted  to  its  place,  bringing  cor¬ 
responding  points  of  the  stalk  and  graft  together 
where  the  wood  and  bark  unite.  If  the  stalk  is 
large,  insert  two  grafts,  removing  the  weaker 
one  when  both  become  established. 


Unitid  States  Agricultural  Report. 
From  this  report  we  learn  the  following  partic¬ 
ulars  respecting  grape  culture  : — 

Within  the  territory  of  the  United  States, 
there  are  upwards  of  one  hundred  varieties  of 
native  grapes.  Although  among  these  there  are 
only  ten  or  twelve  adapted  to  table  use,  yet 
more  than  half  of  them  can  be  converted  into 
wholesome  wine.  Cuttings  have  already  been 
selected  from  the  native  vines  of  Arkansas 
Texas,  and  the  neighboring  territories,  and 
placed  in  proper  hands  for  direct  experiment  in 
various  localities,  in  order  that  they  may  take 
root  preparatory  to  future  distribution. 

In  Missouri  the  grape  culture  appears  to  be 
exceedingly  successful.  In  some  parts  of  the 
State  a  clear  profit  of  $400  per  acre  is  realized. 
The  average  yield  of  the  vineyards  since  1849 
has  been  about  250  gallons  of  wine  per  acre 
which  would  give  an  income  of  $400,  or  $300 
profit.  There  are  in  the  highlands  of  this  State 
5,000,000  of  acres  which  offer  rare  inducements 
to  the  vine-dresser.  Were  these  covered  with 
vineyards,  employment  would  be  given  to  2,000 
000  of  people,  and  the  yield  of  wine  would  be 
1,000,000,000  gallons,  worth  at  the  lowest  estl 
mate  $50,000,000.

The  Water-Mole  is  one  of  the  most  curious 
little  citizens  of  the  deep  that  can  be  imagined. 
If  you  were  to  hear  a  description  of  it  without 
any  name,  you  would  hardly  be  able  to  guess 
whether  it  were  a  duck  or  an  otter ;  we  think  it 
must  be  half-cousin  to  both.  To  be  sure  the 
soft  fine  fur  with  which  its  body  is  covered,  is 
not  much  like  the  feathers  of  a  duck,  but  then 
the  broad  flat  bill  and  the  webbed  feet  arc  suffi¬ 
ciently  duck-like  to  prove  the  relationship.

Grape  Vines  — Messrs.  Editors:  The  routine 
of  culture  in  a  vinery  without  heat,  is  compara¬ 
tively  simple.  As  soon  as  the  vines  commence 
swelling  their  buds  in  the  Spring,  they  should 
be  carefully  washed  with  mild  soapsuds,  to 
free  them  from  insects,  soften  the  wood,  and 
assist  the  buds  to  swell  regularly.

“  One  evening  both  the  animals  were  out 
about  dusk  and  went  as  usual  and  ate  food  from 
the  saucers  and  then  commenced  plajing  with 
one  another  like  two  puppies,  attacking  with 
their  mandibles,  and  raising  their  fore  paws 
against  each  other.

When  running  they 
are  exceedingly  animated;  their  little  eyes 
glisten,  and  the  orifices  of  their  ears  contract 
aud  dilate  with  rapidity:  if  taken  into  the  bands 
at  this  time  for  examination,  they  struggle  vio¬ 
lently  to  escape;  and  their  loose  integuments 
render  it  difficult  to  retain  them.

The  Lark  and  Little  Ones — A  Fable. 

There  was  a  brood  of  young  larks  in  a  field 
of  com,  which  was  just  ripe ;  and  the  mother, 
looking  every  day  for  the  reapers,  left  word  every 
day,  when  she  went  out  in  search  of  food,  that 


that  the  raising  of  crops  is  unprofitable.  After 
that,  the  orchards  should  be  plowed  at  least 
twice  a-year,  so  as  to  he  kept  entbely  free  from 
weeds  and  grass.  Unless  this  is  done,  the  trees 
will  not  succeed  well,  which  may  be  proved  hy 
leaving  two  or  three  rows  in  an  orehard  uncul¬ 
tivated, ^nd  the  contrast  between  the  cultivated 
and  uncultivated  trees  will  he  found  quite  mark¬ 
ed.  The  following  remedy  for  the  peach  worm 
is  highly  recommended  by  successful  fruit  grow¬ 
ers  :  Lay  around  each  tree,  early  in  the  Spring, 
say  in  April,  half  a  peck  of  ab-slacked  lime  or 
wood  ashes ;  spread  them  over  the  ground  in  the 
Fall;  and  it  will  make  a  very  good  dressing ; 
renew  again  in  the  Spring.  Besides  this,  ex¬ 
amine  the  trees  several  times  during  the  season, 
and  if  the  grub  has  made  its  way  into  any  of  the 
trees,  cut  it  out ;  covering  the  trees  with  muslin 
at  the  time  the  fly  lays  her  eggs,  might  be  ef¬ 
fectual,  though  it  b  somewhat  troublesome. 
The  point  attacked  b  generally  at  the  surface  of 
the  ground.

What  Causes  Corns  in  the  Feet  of 
Horses  ? 

Very  generally  it  can  he  traced  directly  to 
mproper  shoeiug,  causing  the  contracTion  of  the 
horses’  heeb.  Iu  the  first  place,  the  smith  bev- 
eb  the  shoe  from  without  inwards,  so  that  when 
secured  to  the  feet,  it  prevents  the  natural  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  hoof,  as  it  b  impossible  for  it  to 
expand  up  these  inclined  planes.  When  the 
weight  of  the  animal  b  thrown  upon  it,  it  will 
he  ^served  that  the  foot  rests  in  a  concavity, 
which,  resbting  the  natural  expansion  of  the 
hoof,  gradually  forces  the  heeb  inwards ;  and, 
to  save  a  little  trouble,  the  smith  frequently 
hastens  the  process  of  contraction  by  cutting 
away  the  hors  of  the  foot,  and  thus  weakening 
the  quarters  very  considerably.  These  things 
are  altogether  wrong.  If  the  bars  were  pre¬ 
serve  sound,  and  the  shoe  made  with  a  level 
hearing,  we  would  seldom  find  a  horse  troubled 
with  oonu. 

Another  cause  is  making  the  shoe  too  narrow 
at  e*  tcels,  causing  unnatural  pressure  and 
bruises  on  that  part  of  the  sole  between  the 
bar  and  the  crust  of  the  foot.  When  thus 
caused,  they  are  readily  removed  by  cutting 
them  out  and  applying  some  of  the  caustic  ap¬ 
plications,  and  the  widening  of  the  shoe.

Life  of  Jakes  Sullivan,  with  selections  from 

his  writings.  By  Thomas  C.  Amory.  Boston : 

Phillips,  Sampson  &  Co. 

Two  goodly  ectavos  on  the  life  of  a  single  revo¬ 
lutionary  patriot,  not  the  most  eminent  among  his 
compeers,  might  seem  a  disproportioned  and  some¬ 
what  excessive  tribute  to  his  memory.  When  we 
consider  that  the  term  of  human  life  is  but  three- 
Boore  and  ten  years,  and  that  at  least  fifty  actors 
in  revolutionary  scenes  might  lay  claim  to  an 
equal  respect  and  veneration  with  Sullivan,  we 
feel  some  conscientious  scruples  in  giving  our  un¬ 
qualified  approval  to  the  policy  of  biographies  like 
the  one  before  us.  Yet  we  are  willing  to  concede 
much  to  the  circumstances  in  which  it  originated. 
Antiquarian  research,  stimulated  by  family  pride 
or  interest,  will  collect,  in  many  cases,  a  mass  of 
materials  which,  within  a  narrow  circle,  will  be 
perused  vvith  satisfaction,  and  the  feelings  of  those 
who  compose  that  circle  deserve  to  be  taken  into 
account. 

At  the  same  time  there  are  others  to  whom  this 
minuteness  of  biographical  detail  will  not  be  unac¬ 
ceptable.  The  most  reliable  materials  of  history 
are  sometimes  gotten  from  this  source.  The  vol¬ 
umes  before  us  are  valuable  in  this  respect.  James 
Sullivan  was  a  prominent  actor  in  the  Revolution 
ary  struggle,  and  with  his  name  many  of  the 
great  movements  of  that  period  are  connected. 
In  these  volumes  we  gain  an  insight  into  tha 
character  and  views  of  the  Massachusetts  patri¬ 
ots,  and  the  difficulties  and  hazards  which  they 
liad  to  encounter.  Here  and  there  we  have  noted 
somethings  which  would  call  for  critical  remark  in 
a  more  extended  review.  The  writer’s  attempt  to 
delineate  the  character  of  the  early  Puritan  set¬ 
tlers  would  have  been  more  correct  and  reliable, 
we  think,  if  he  had  periLsed  Palfrey’s  recent 
work.  The  style  of  the  book  is  not  always 
free  from  ambitior,  and  somewhat  more  space  is 
taken  up  by  generalities  and  reflections  than  in  our 
judgment  was  for  the  best.  Still  the  volumes  ex¬ 
plore  a  neglected  mine,  and  present  some  valuable 
results. 


The  Harpers  publish  also  the  Vllth  volume  of 
Agnes  Strickland’s  Queens  of  Scotland—  a  work 
which  has  already  an  established  reputation  both 
in  England  and  in  this  country.  This  volume  is 
wholly  occupied  with  the  life  of  the  unhappy 
Mary,  Queen  of  Scots. 


Of  Works  of  Fiction,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
select  any  more  perfectly  firee  from  exception  than 
two  just  published  by  the  Harpers :  “  Sylvan 
Holt's  Daughter,”  and  “  The  Laird  of  Norlaw.” 
The  writers  of  both  have  already  appeared  before 
the  public,  the  former  as  the  author  of  “  Rathie 
Brsnde,”  and  the  latter  as  the  author  of  “  Marga¬ 
ret  Maitland”  and  “  Days  of  My  Life.” 

“The  Old  Plantation  and  What  I  Gath¬ 
ered  There  in  an  Autumn  Month” — as  its 
name  implies — is  a  sketch  of  Southern  life,  in  which 
both  darkies  and  white  folks  cut  pretty  lively 
capers.  The  writer  is  James  Hungerford,  a  gentle 
man  of  Maryland.  Published  by  the  Harpers.

Fairbairn’s  Hermeneutical  Manual.  Published 
by  Smith,  English  &  Co.,  Philtuielphia ;  Gouid 
Sc  Lincoln,  Boston;  and  Sheldon  &  Co.,  of  this  city. 

This  “  Hermeneutical  Manual ;  or,  Introduction 
to  the  Exegetical  Study  of  the  Scriptures  of  the 
New  Testament,”  presents  in  its  double  title  a 
pretty  accurate  idea  of  its  object.  While  it  lays 
down  at  some  length  the  principles  of  interpreta¬ 
tion,  the  greater  part  of  the  work  is  devoted  to 
exmrsus  upon  interesting  and  important  points  in 
the  Exegesis  of  the  New  Testament.  Some  of 
these  are  highly  valuable  and  conclusive  in  regard 
to  the  points  discussed.  Full  one-third  of  the 
work  is  devoted  to  this  class  of  subjects.  The 
Genealogies  of  Christ,  the  names  of  Christ,  Angels, 
Hades,  Baptizo,  Diatkeke,  Sec.,  are  among  them. 
Not  the  least  important  part  of  the  work  is  con 
tained  in  the  closirg  chapters,  which  discuss  the 
use  made  of  Old  Testament  Scriptures  by  way  of 
quotation  in  the  New. 

The  anther,  Bev.  Patrick  Fairbaim,  D.D.,  is 
Principal  and  Professor  of  Divinity  in  the  Free 
Church  College,  Glasgow,  and  is  already  well 
known  in  this  country  as  the  author  of  a  work 
on  the  “  Typology  of  the  Scriptures.”  In  the  pres¬ 
ent  volume,  his  diligent  and  careful  investigation 
are  manifest,  and  the  general  fairness  and  soundness 
of  his  views  vrill  commfsd  them  to  his  readers. 
His  occasional  strictures  on  Campbell  and  other 
writers  in  Scotland  and  England,  especially  upon 
those  who,  in  regard  to  baptism,  discard  all  refer¬ 
ence  to  Old  Testament  usage,  are  kindly  but  de¬ 
cisive.  The  work  is  one  that  will  be  found  highly 
instructive.

A  Commentary  on  the  Epistle  to  the  Ro¬ 
mans.  By  Moses  Stuart.  Edited  and  revised 
by  B.  D.  0.  Robbins,  Professor  in  Middlebury 
College.  Fourth  edition.  12mo.  pp.  514.  Wi¬ 
ley  &  Halsted. 

To  characterize  or  praise  Prof.  Stuart’s  commen¬ 
taries  would  be  superfluous,  for  by  general  consent 
they  stand  among  the  be»t  of  the  works  of  the 
kind.  This  is  a  new  edition  of  his  well-known 
and  highly  esteemed  oommentary  on  the  Bomabs, 
edited  and  revised  by  a  pupil  and  friend,  slightly 
condensed,  with  new  criticisms  added,  and  im¬ 
proved  in  form  and  typography,  and  yet  consider¬ 
ably  diminished  in  price.  It  is  the  permanent  form 
in  which  the  book  will  pass  to  another  generation, 
for  it  must  live  till  the  future  shall  produce  a  crit¬ 
ical  exposition  of  this  epistle  superior  to  any  that 
kas  yet  appeared.

implicate  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  as  being  knowing  paities  to  the  existing 
abuses,  which  are  exhibited  in  a  startling  light. 

In  the  Senate  the  Post  Routes  bill  was  taken 
up.  The  Post  Office  Committee  gave  notice  that 
they  were  going  to  amend  the  bill  by  increasing 
the  rates  of  postage,  and  make  other  reforms  to  in¬ 
crease  the  revenues  $6,500,000.  An  amendment 
to  abolish  the  franking  privilege,  and  various  com¬ 
plicated  amendments  and  suggestions  were  made, 
and  a  long  debate  ensued. 

The  Sill  for  Furohasing  Cuba. 

Friday  was  also  an  exciting  day.  The  Cuban 
bill  was  taken  up  in  the  Senate,  and  very  fully 
discussed.  The  next  day,  Mr.  Slidell  formally 
withdrew  the  bill  for  the  present  session.  He  gave 
notice  that  he  should  again  introduce  it  on  the 
first  day  of  the  next  session,  and  stated  that  his 
motive  for  the  withdrawal  row,  was  to  save  the 
Appropriation  bills,  and  thus  prevent  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  an  extra  session,  though  he  was  satisfied 
that  the  feeling  of  the  Senate^was  clearly  in  favor 
of  the  principles  of  the  bill. 

In  the  House,  on  Friday,  Mr.  Hughes,  of  Indi¬ 
ana,  made  an  ineflectual  attempt  to  obtain  a  sus¬ 
pension  of  the  rules  to  enable  him  to  introduce  a 
bill  to  repeal  the  Tariff  of  1857,  and  revive  that  of 
1846.  The  Naval  Appropriation  bill  was  consid¬ 
ered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  Mr.  Sherman, 
of  Ohio,  made  a  motion  to  reduce  one  of  the  appro¬ 
priations  from  $3,100,000  to  $1,900,000,  to  be  ex¬ 
pended  as  designated  in  the  amendment,  and  made 
an  allusion  to  the  fact  that  both  branches  of  the 
Select  Committee,  of  which  he  was  Chmrman,  ad¬ 
mit  gross  frauds  in  the  Naval  Department.  A  de¬ 
bate  took  place  on  the  subject,  at  the  close  of 
which  Mr.  Shermau’s  amendment  was  adopted. 

As  the  time  during  which  the  present  session 
of  Congress  contiaues  becomes  narrowed  down, 
the  interest  in  the  proceedings  becomes  more  ab- 
sorbirg.  But  four  days  more  now  remain,  and  a 
great  amount  of  legislation  must  be  crowded 
through  during  that  short  period.  On  Saturday, 
in  the  Senate,  the  Army  Appropriation  hill  was 
taken  up,  and  passed  after  several  hours’  debate, 
by^a  vote  of  24  to  15.  In  the  House,  a  hill  was 
repcirted  from  the  Committee  on  Military  Aflairs, 
and  passed,  which  provides  for  a  fine  of  S500  and 
one  year’s  iinprisonment,  for  cutting  timber  on 
the  military  reservations. 

The  Post-Office  Appropriation  bill  was  passed 
by  four  majority,  in  the  same  shape  in  which  it 
was  before  rejected.  Mr.  Phelps,  of  Missouri, 
again  made  an  attempt  to  obtain  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  for  the  introduction  of  a  tariff  measure, 
but  the  effort  was  again  unsucoessful.  The  Presi¬ 
dent’s  expected  veto  of  the  Agricultural  Colleges 
bill  was  received.  It  is  based  principally  on  con¬ 
stitutional  grounds,  and  the  bill  failed  to  pass  over 
it.  The  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural 
College  called  on  the  President  to  remonstrate 
against  the  proposed  veto,  but  the  President  re¬ 
plied  that  it  was  too  late.  An  extraordinary  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Senate  is  called  for  the  4th  of  March, 
to  act  upon  such  communications  as  have  been  or 
may  be  made  to  it  on  the  part  of  the  Executive.

The  comparative  course  of  the  stock  market 
shows  an  established  advapee  on  the  closing  quota¬ 
tions  of  Saturday  week  on  nearly  all  descriptions. 
For  some  time  the  desire  for  an  advance  in  prices 
has  been  general  among  the  brokers.  But  so  long 
as  everything  was  adverse  to  a  renewal  of  specu¬ 
lation  in  railway  stocks — so  long  as  the  roads  were 
doing  no  business,  and  there  were  small  signs  of 
returning  commercial  activity,  this  could  not  be 
brought  about.  Now  the  roads  are  doing  some 
better.  So  far  as  returns  for  February  have 
come  to  hand,  they  show  an  increase  in  almost 
every  .case  over  February  1858.  There  is  a  tair 
prospect  that  the  improvement  will  continue. 
Should  the  crops  promise  well  in  the  West,  and 
partially  fail  abroad,  the  roads  will  no  doubt  once 
more  do  a  large  business.  The  following  is  the

Suppose  capitalists  control  ten  millions,  place  it  in 
look-up,  reducing  the  coin  in  the  banks  to  fifteen 
millions,  and  the  discount  line  in  proportion,  money 
would  be  immediately  in  greater  demand,  interest 
advance  and  property  fall,  thus  affording  to  the 
friends  of  this  institution  an  opportunity  to  make 
profitable  investmenta,  raise  interest,  and  furnishes 
means  to  the  capitalists  te  pay  for  keeping  their 
money.  Suppose  a  flour  merchant  has  in  store  one 
thousand  barrels  of  flour,  holding  it  for  an  advance, 
would  he  be  willing  to  have  his  flour  lent  out  and 
fcold,  supplying  the  markets  at  low  prices  when  he 
is  holding  ii  for  an  advance  ?  This  is  the  effect  of 
depositing  money  in  bank,  as  at  present;  it  is  im¬ 
mediately  lent  out  and  goes  toward  supplying  the 
market  in  opposition  to  the  owner. 

Money  Market. — The  demand  for  money  is 
again  a  little  more  active,  although  we  make  no 
change  in  onr  quotations. 

Foreign  Exchange  is  in  better  request,  and  rates 
have  advanced  fully  j  ;  Bills  at  60  days  ou  London 
are  selling  at  109al09|  for  commercial  signatures; 
the  bankers  all  ask  109|  and  upwards,  some  charg¬ 
ing  110,  but  there  is  no  activity  above  109i,  at 
which  most  of  the  business  is  transacted. 

The  Stock  market  opened  strongly  on  Monday, 
but  there  w-as  little  spirit  among  speculators,  al¬ 
though  prices  tended  upwards  throughout  the  day.

The  farther  reduction  of  Loans,  ou  the  Bank 
Averages,  to-day,  is  much  larger  than  anticipat¬ 
ed.  The  movement  is  wholly  involuntary,  arising 
from  the  ease  in  the  Money  Market  and  the  com¬ 
parative  scarcity  of  new  bills.  Few  of  the  Banks 
are  running  down  their  lines  as  a  matter  of  prefer¬ 
ence.  The  Specie  Average  goes  up  a  little,  al¬ 
though  the  general  movement  of  the  week  to  Eu¬ 
rope  aud  the  Sub-Treasury  indicated  a  loss  of  about 
half  a  million.  The  income  by  exports,  as  usual 
in  the  Spring  season,  begins  to  count  in  favor  of 
the  city.  The  present  average  is  exclusive  cf  the 
California  arrival,  $1,287,967.  Part  of  the  Deposit 
line  has  been  lost  in  paying  off  maturing  bills  at 
Bank. 

Oar  advertising  columns  furnish  evidence  of  the 
enlarged  amount  of  business  being  transacted  by 
the  Life  Insurance  Companies  in  this  city.

Slavery  in  the  Territories 
Perhaps  the  most  interesting  discussion  in  Con¬ 
gress  last  week  was  that  of  Wednesday,  among  the 
democrats  in  the  Senate,  over  a  proposition  intro¬ 
duced  by  Mr.  Hale,  of  New  Hampshire,  to  repeal  the 
Lecompton  restriction  on  the  admission  of  Kansas. 
The  proposition  of  course  failed ;  but  the  debate 
showed  more  clearly  than  ever  before  the  abandon¬ 
ment  of  the  popular  sovereignty  principle  by  the 
South,  aud  tbe  democratic  party  generally,  and 
the  steady  adherence  to  it  of  Mr.  Douglas.  The 
latter  declared  himself  explicitly  on  the  question, 
and  showed  that  he  had  not  receded  from  the  posi¬ 
tion  he  had  taken.  The  South  claims  that  the 
people  of  the  territories  cannot  exclude  slavery ; 
Mr.  Douglas  asserts  their  right  to  exclude  it.  and 
to  deal  with  it  as  with  all  other  domestic  institu¬ 
tions.  This  is  the  doctrine,  he  says,  upon  which 
Mr.  Buchanan  was  elected,  and  to  which  he  and 
his  party  were  pledged,  and  upon  the  opposite 
doctrine,  Mr.  Douglas  tells  the  democratic  party, 
they  %;annot  carry  a  single  free  State.  He  con¬ 
cedes  the  power  of  the  supreme  court,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  to  declare  the  legislation  of  a  territory 
against  slavery  unconstitutional  and  void.  There 
is  no  denying  the  fact,  but  we  may  offset  against  it 
the  other  fact  that  the  territorial  legislatures  may 
place  slavery  under  such  disabilities  by  taxation, 
and  other  indirect  means,  as  to  secure  its  exclu¬ 
sion.  Tne  legislature  of  Kansas  has  passed  an  act 
abolishing  slavery  ;  the  supreme  court  may  declare 
it  unconstitutional,  if  it  is  brought  before  it  for 
decision ;  nevertheless,  it  will  have  its  designed 
effect,  and  slavery  will  continue  to  be  excluded 
from  Kansas  as  a  territory,  because  that  is  the  de¬ 
termination  of  a  majority  of  her  people.  Popular 
lovereignty  will  thus  find  means  to  vindicate  its 
rights,  in  spite  of  opposition.  This  debate,  it  is 
thought,  foreshadows  the  form  into  which  politics 
are  likely  to  shape  themselves  for  the  next  Presi¬ 
dential  conflict.  The  serious  mauner  with  which 
both  the  Virginia  Senators  pronounced  against  the 
power  of  the  people  of  tbe  territories  over  slavery, 
and  demanded  its  protection  therein  by  the  general 
government,  seems  to  indicate  that  Y irginia  and  the 
whole  South  will  take  their  stand  on  this  ground. 

Frauds  in  the  Navy. 

On  Thursday,  in  the  House,  Mr.  Bocock  pre¬ 
sented  the  majority  report  of  the  Sherman  Inves¬ 
tigating  Committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into 
alleged  abuses  in  the  Navy  Department,  and  in  the 
maiitirement  of  the  Navy-yards.  Tbe  majority  of 
the  Committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  tes¬ 
timony  proves  the  existence  of  glaring  abu^,  re¬ 
quiring  the  interposition  of  Congress,  bat,  they  ex¬ 
onerate  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  from  all  par* 
ticipation  in  or  blame  for  them.  In  fact,  the  only 
indication  of  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  to  fix  blame  anywhere,  is  with  reference  to 
the  Coal  Agency,  which  they  pronounce  to  be  in 
incompetent  hands.  Messrs.  Sherman  and  Ritchie 
Tnadw  a  minority  report.
